S a n F r a n c i s c o , December 10.—Stocks 
were all weaker again thin morning. 
Consolidated Virginia opened at $27, a 
drop o. $5, cloning a t $27.25.

Belcher dropped, at tho opening, te $8, 
and under heavy sales went to $7.75 but 
recovered a t (he close, to $8.25, a loss 
of $1 on yesterduy. 
Transactions in 
Could A Curry and Ophir were the 
heaviest of the morning. 
T h e former, 
which closed last night at $0.75, opened 
to-day at $3 50, went to $3.25, and 
closed at $3.74. 
Ophir opened at a loss 
of $4.50, but recovered to $9, closing at 
$10. 
Closing quotations of others were:

Norcross, $4.10; Mexican, $4.25; Bav-

T lie Geary street Men D em and an 
In cre a se* 
Still 
San Francisco, December 10.—Late 
last night when the striker* on th e But­ 
t r street cable road beard thatSuperin- 
tendeut McCord intended to attem pt to 
run the cats to-day, a meeting was 
called and a conference held with a del­ 
egation from the Geary street cable 
road. 
It was urged upon the Geary 
street men that many stockholders in 
the Sutter street road were also stock 
holders in the Geary street line, aud 
that while the latter road was allowed 
to run there would be less chance of 
bringing the Sutter Street Company to 
terms. T he result of tbe conference was 
th a t the Geary street men appointed a 
committee to wait on Superintendent 
R-ynolda of that road with a demand 
that the pay bo increased from $2 25 to 
§2.50 per day, and that the time be re­ 
duced from liiirteeu aud a half and four­ 
teen hours t i twelve hours. 
The com­ 
mittee waited on the Superintendent, 
who received them courteously, and an­ 
nounced to them that if possible he 
would see thbt their r» quest wus ac­ 
ceded to, and would endeavor to give 
them a detiuite answer by three o'clock 
this afternoon. 
No change has taken place at a late 
hour to-Dight in the street car strike. 
The Sutter street line continued to run 
a few cars during the entire day. 
No 
disturbance of any kind took place. The 
Geary street line, on which a strike was 
also threatened to-day, experienced no 
trouble, all their meu continuing at 
work.

A UK1ASTLV FIND. 


T he Skeleton* o f F ifteen Pomona 
Found In Mud F lu ts. 
S a n F r a n c i s c o , December 10.—A few 
days ago in tbe mud flats of the bay, 
near the Potrero, in the southern part 
of the city, a skeleton was found. This 
led to prospecting the locality for mean* 
to identify the boneB, w ith the re-ult 
that the next day another skeleton was 
unearthed, and to-day a large number of 
bones were brought to light. 
In the 
ghastly collection there are no less than 
seveu skulls, and the femus and tibias 
found repre-ent the remains of fifteen 
persons. 
The locality w here the boDe* 
were found is astir with tales of foul 
deeds and wholts&le m urder. 
The fact 
that two of the skullB have holes in 
them is believed to coutirm such suppo­ 
sition. 
Another theory is th at they are 
the boues of pauper inm ates of some 
public 
institution 
th at 
have been 
dumped into the bay by men employed 
to bury them, as the easiest way of dis­ 
posing of them. 
A full investigation 
will be made by th e Coroner.

Charles Clarke, Johu Brown, John 
C urran and John M artin, four rough 
looking tramps, who look exactly like 
counteparts of the pictnres of members 
of New York “growler” gangs, were 
brought up before Justice Austin yester­ 
day ou the charge of battery. 
The fel­ 
lows were hidden in the alley of the 
Bell block on Aliso street, at half-past 
eleven lust night, aud when Andy Toul, 
a blacksmith, passed by, they came out 
one by one and asked him for some- 
Bhi"g to eat; they pulled his moustache 
and otherwise abused him.

N e w Y o r k , December 10.—A state­ 
m ent is published th at Captain Ericson, 
the inventor of the Monitor, has com­ 
pleted aud has in practical operation an 
engine operated hy heat from the buh’s 
rays. The rays are concentrated upon 
a boiler from the concave surface of a 
looking-glass, eleven hy sixteen feet in 
siz?, the oost being reduced by using 
narrow Btrips of flat glass set up on the 
concave, which is so arranged n9 to con­ 
stantly turn toward the aim. 
He is able 
to eecure with it a steam pressure of 35 
pounds. 
The engine has been in operation for 
three years, under improvement, and it 
is now completed.

A C ouipsny to be Formed In Mon­ 
trea l. C anada. 


M o n t r e a l , Can., Ddoember 
10.— 
W ithin the past month vast strides 
have been mude toward the Pacific cable 
scheme, and now there is every pros­ 
pect th at it will be un accomplished fact 
at an early day. 
Sanford Hemeny, 
speaking of th e m atter, said: The com­ 
pany has been formed under tbe name 
and title of th e Pacific Telegraph Com­ 
pany, Limited, with a capital of £20,­ 
000,000, iu£10Bhares, for the purpose 
of establishing, m aintaining and work­ 
ing telegraphic and other communica­ 
tions between Australia, New Zealand 
and other islands iu the Pacific Ocean, 
aud also with Africa und America. The 
articles of incorporation were registered 
iu Loudon w ithiu the present mouth. 
A subsidy of £500,099 per annum s ex­ 
pected from the home 
government, 
while it is anticipated that the various 
colonial governments will co-operate re­ 
garding this m atter. Operations will 
not be eommenccd until all the govern­ 
ments interested are heard from.

T he K ilg o re T ria l A pproaching 
T er m in a tio n . 
Kilgore on Thursday, in bis testiino 
ny, told the jury th at Oldridge immedi­ 
ately before the shooting threw a putty 
cup and brushes at him and afterwards 
at.ucked him w ith a p utty knife. 
The 
testimony of Theodore Giese bad been 
direotly contrary to this statement, as 
he swore that Oldridge threw the putty 
knife a t Kilgore. 
The defendant laid 
great struts upon the fact th at tbe de­ 
ceased had advanced upon biin with th at 
putty knifo and insisted chat it was the 
fear of death a t the bauds of Oldridgi 
with the weapon that induced him to 
shoot. 
Tho prosecution, in order to 
disprove the statem ent of the defendant 
and show tbat he was not in fear of the 
kuife, as it had been previously thrown 
by the deceased, produced rebuttal tes 
timony yesterday morning. 
W hen the ca»e was called yesterday 
the prosecution wanted the defendant 
recalled to the stand. 
The defeuae ob­ 
jected to this coarse, b a t the court 
overruled the objection and Kilgore 
took the stand. 
He was asked by the 
prosecution whether he had not imm e­ 
diately after the shooting stfted to Mr. 
Luitwieler that the deceased had thrown 
a putty knife at Oldridge. 
The defense 
objected, but the court told the defend­ 
ant to answer. 
K ilrore replied that he 
did not remember having 8aid ao. 
He 
might, though he wasn’t’aure altogether 
what it was th at Oldridge had thrown 
at him.

Mr. Luitwieler was then recalled in 
rebuttal and in reply to a question sim ­ 
ilar to th at which had been p nt to the 
defendant, said that he believed Kilgore 
had said ao. 
Theodore Giese recalled said that Old­ 
ridge threw nothing but the putty kife, 
and that he would have seen the brush 
and patty cup thrown if auch had been 
the case. 
J. E. Cleveland testified th at he was 
working a t Luitweiler’s at the time of 
the shooting. 
There were three putty 
knives used in tbe shop of which wit 
ness was using one, but he couldn’t ««y 
who was using the others. 
There also 
was one putty cup and two brushes in 
the shop, but the witness did not know 
who used them on tbat day. 
He had 
found tbe putty enp on the wagon npon 
which Oldridge had been engaged, after 
the killing. 
The witness explained 
that putty is kpptsoft by patting water 
on the top of it in tbe cup, aud that 
then it would not dry for a couple of 
days. 
W hen he bad found the cup tbe 
putty was still in a state to be used. 
If 
the cup bad been emptied at the tim e of 
the crime the putty would not have 
been in condition to be used when wit­ 
ness found it. 
The prosecution rested. 
The Court then askdd counsel to be as 
brief as pos oble in their argum nts.
